He looked 
fresh and much better than when he 
went through the trying ordeal of 
identlflcatlon. He ma dp no objection 
to his removal to New York. 

William F. Hart of New York, who 
, has been retained as counsel for 
Tonag. talked with Young for an hom 
or more. At the close df the inter 
Tfew, Hart aald: "If this man is sane 
If he Is all rlRht. I do not knnw what 
to think. His story is more like that 
of a madman. It is limply worderful. 
I want to have him examined by an 
expert on Insanity before I go on 
His motive was not revenRe." 

When fho train was stopped the 
passenyi IS w. re told to keep their 
•eats. Then Young, who was in the 
smoking car, was taken off first. He 
was led to a rloscd riuriaKe and ac- 
companied by Detective Sergeants 
Hughes and Findley and Mr. Hart 
the prisoner's counsel, were driven 
to police headquarters. The luisdn 
er, handcuffed to Kindlay. was le( 
through a larse crowd that had gath 
ered to see him. He was in a condi- 
tion bordering on collapse when led 
up the steps into headquarters. Short- 
ly after Lawyer Hart appeared and 
said in reply to imiuiries: "Young is 
an Innocent man. The police believe 
they have got him on an alleged con- 
fMaion, which he made before he had 
legal counsel. It shall he proven that 
Young was not even an accomplice." 

Young Talks. 

To Captain Titus Young made the 
following statement: "About three 
weeks ago 1 met a man named 
'Charles Simpson Eiting In Central 
park. He accosted me. We talked 
and got acquainted, though be was a 
degenerate. After that he called on 
me several tiin< s at my flat. On the 
night Mrs. Pulitzer died Eiting and 1 
met her at 13roadway and Forty-sixth 
street by appointment. We went to 
the flat together. I went out for some 
whisky, which 1 pot. leaving Eiting 
and the woman alone. When I got 
back I fonnii M:>^. Pulitzer lying 
across the bed with a gag In her 
mouth. Eiting had gone. I ripped 
open her eldthing and moved her 
h..uds back and lorth overhead to in- 
duce respiration. When she did not 
breathe I put my hand under her waist 
and felt her heart. It was not beat 
Ing. Then 1 deei(!(Ml to notify the po- 
lice but thought that instead of call 
Ing a policeman would go t(j the head 
quarters, which I thought was in the 
dty hall. I got on a train and started 
down town and on the way I got to 
thinking what a lot of disgrace the 
affair would tiling upon me and my 
father. That made me decide to get 
rid of the body. I took a long knife 
and cut Into the body, intending to 
cut the body up so that I could get it 
into a trunk. When I made the flr^t 
out the odor was so awful that 1 
ooald go no further." 

Captain Titus said that the prison- 
er described Eiting as being a man 
about 25 years old, smooth face, five 
feet seven inches In height with a 
brlfht, clear look In his eyes, pale 
face and wearing dark clothes with 
a straw hat when last seen. That Is 
all of the statement he made. He 
volunteered all of that. Knowing that 
bis rltlits are being protected we can- 
not question him now." 

OapUin Titus said that Younf bad 
not explained how the woman 0amb 
by the wounds on her head.

▼It made by Detective Sergeant 
Hughes and the hearing was set for 
Sept. 30. The proceedings were brief 
and without any unusual incidi iit.

IndianaiKilis. Sept. 2.3.— President 
Ufwsevelt was the guest of Indianapo- 
lis for four hours. The irpecial train 
bearing the presidential party arriv 
od at Noble and Washington streets 
Khortly before noon. The party Was 
driven directly to Tomlinson hall, 
» hereheaddressed the 8panlsh-Amef» 
lean war veterans, now holding their 
i:nnual reunion In this city. 

The aftein(M)n program was as fol 
lows: One o'clock, luncheon to the 
pr. Sid .nt at the Columbia club; 2 
o'clock, president addressed the 
crowd In Monument Place from Co- 
lumbia club balcony: o'clock, pres 
Ident departed via iJi- Four lor Mun 
cio.. Ind. 

All along the rout© to Tomlinson 
hall, the chief executive of the na- 
tion was kept busy bowing his ac 
knowledgment to the cheers. A grrat 
ovation him at the hall where lie 
made his principal adddress. He was 
introduced by Senator Beverldge. 

The president spoke in part as fol 
lows: "Owing to our position, we do 
not need a large regular army. Two 
or three years ago you remember how 
it was prophesied by certain perhaps 
not altogether serious alarmists that 
it was the intention of those In pow- 
er continually to Increase the size of 
our regular army until it should be- 
come a menace to our peojde at 
home. How comic the prophecy now 
seems. As a matter of fact at the 
present time advantage has been tak- 
en of the Phllipjiine jieace to reduce 
the army to but little more than two- 
thirds the number allowed by law; 
Normally, however, (n any contest, 
we must expect that in the future, as 
In the past, the bulk of the American 
array will be composed of volunteers. 
It should be our object In every way 
to encourage the national guards of 
the states and to build them up to the 
highest point of efllclency. 

Referring to the trusts the presi- 
dent said: "We need to devise some 
machinery by which, while perserver- 
ing in the policy of a protective tar- 
iff, in which I think the natton as a 
whole has now generally acquiesced, 
we would be able to corrt'ct the irreg- 
ularities and remove the incongruities 
produced by the changing conditions, 
without destroying the whole struc- 
uro. Such machinery would permit 
;s to continue our definitely settled 
tariff iKilicy while providing fnr tl.e 
changes in duties upon particular 
schedules. 

Of course in making any changes 
we should have to proceed in accord- 
ance with certain fixed and definite 
prineijdes and the most important of 
hese is an avowed determination to 
protect the interests of the American 
roduccr, be he- business man, wage- 
earner, or farmer." 

Citizens Aik More Troops. 

Harrisburg, Fa.. Sept. 23.— The 
trilce situation at Lebanon has be- 
come so critical tliat troops may be 
rdered there by Governor Stone 
within 24 hours. A self-constituted 
committee of citizens of Lebanon 
waited upon the governor and earn- 
estly requtsted that he furnish the 
city with military protection. The 
governor has the matter under con- 
sideration and unless the situation 
improves troops will likely be sent 
there to maintain order and protect 
life and property. The committee ex- 
plained that the civil authorities were 
unable to maintain order and that 
the presence of troops was absolutely 
necessary. The committee was with 
the governor, lieutenant governor, at- 
torney general and adjutant general 
for nearly two hours. The governor 
is keeping in touch with the situa- 
tion and if there should be another 
outliri ak troops will prdiably be sent 
Imediately to the scene of the trou- 
ble.

adelphia and Reading Coal and Iron 
company said that frequent proposi- 
tlon.s are made which are not 
worth Increasing.

President Baer's proposi 
tion. Superintendent Luther states 
has been explained at length and 
needed no further elucidation. Dis 
trlct officers of the Unite d Mine 
Workers do not endorse the proposi- 
tion and sair the ters suggested would 
not be aoe^pted bjr the oalon. 

Piano Makers Strike. 
New York. Sept. 23.— A strike of 
700 piano and organ makers employed 

in several of the factories has gone in- 
to effect to enforce the demand for the 
10 per cent increase of wages and an 
S-bour day. Two thousand men gained 
tt* demand wltbont a strlkt. 



Harrisburg. Pa., Sept. 23. — Five wo- 
men and three men were arrested at 
Wicr.-<ii8co by Sheriff Reiff and depu 
ties for intcrferlnj; with the non 
union men at work in the Lykens val 
ley colliery at Wiconisco and Lykens. 
The offenders were brought to Har 
risburg and committed to Jail Ifa de 
fault (if hall for trial at court. Th( 
charge against them is disorderly 
conduct. The barn of Jonathan Om 
holtz, near Wiconisco, was destroyed 
by Are, which is believed to have 
been started by the strikers. Om 
h(dt/. is a coal hauler and two of bis 
sons are working in the mines at 
Wiconisco. 

A body of strikers visited the home 
of .lames Miller, a non-union man llv 
ing n< ar Wiconisco, took him from 
b(d and beat him Itecause he would 
not promise tti keep away from the 
mines. 

The mines at T.ykens. at Wleonls 

CO are working with a small force of 
non-iml(m men. About l.."ieO tons ot 
coal were shipped from the Lykeas 
valley region last Saturday. Nona has 
been shipped since that time. 

Changing the Troops. 
Shenandoah, Pa., Sept. 23. — General 
Gobin has gone to Scranton. Before 
going the general said the troops In 

the field would probably be ehangi'd in 
October, .lust what ilisijosiiion would 
be made of them, he will not know 
until he looks into the situation in 
Lackawanna county. It is likely, how^ 
ever, that the Eighth regiment will 
be taken away from here and suc- 
ceeded either by the Thirteenth or 
the Fourth. A member ot Company 
A. Eighth regiment, accidentally shot 
himself. With two soldiers he was 
making noise at the rear of John Cos- 
ett's store and Coslett ran out and 
asked them to move on. Two of them 
at once obeyed, but the other, it is al- 
leged, drew his revolver and threat- 
ened to shoot Coslett. A few min- 
utes later, the revolver was accident- 
ally discharged by the soldier, the 
bullet going through his left hand. He 
was arrested and put In the lockup 
but was afterward released at the re- 
quest of the officers of the company, 
who said they wo\ild l>e responsible 
for his presence if iie was wanted. 

Mesenger Boy Killed. 
Lelianon. Pa., Sept. 23.— This city 
is in a stale of excitement. There 
were firing of pistols for hours in the 
vicinity of the American Iron and 
Steel works, \\*here a strike is in pro 
gress. The colored men who had just 
arrived at the works were terrified, 
as were the colored citizens in the 
vicinity. William Hoffman, aged 17, 
was shot and has since died. He was 
a messenger for the American Iron 
and Steel company and had been at 
tending an entertainment. On his 
way home he was struck by a bullet 
The plant was surrounded by a 
threatening crowd. 

The streets nrf filled with excited 
people and the plant of the American 
Iron and Steel company is under 
guard. . There is a resentful feeling 
against the colored iron workers 
brought here from the south. A 
Lebanon riti/en has received a flesh 
wound in his arm from a bullet fired 
by an unknown person. 

Mitchell Counsels Peace. 
Wllkesbarre. Pa., Sept 23.— Presi 
dent Mitchell declines to make any 
comment on the action of Sheriff 
Schadt of Lackawanna county, in call- 
ing on Governor Stone for troops. It 
is known, howi ver. that he is dis- 
pleased with strikers for pursuing a 
course which prompted the sherilf to 
make the appeal. A week ago, Presi 
dent Mitchell counselled all his fol 
lowers to keeji the peace. National 
Board Member Fallon thinks station- 
ing soldiers in the Lackawanna coun 
try may be the means of suppressing 
marches, picketing and other demon 
strations. but it will not give the op- 
erators any <jthor advantage. On the 
other hand, the operators feel confi- 
dent that the continued outbreaks of 
violence mean growing discontent 
among the strikers and that under 
the protection of the military arm ot 
the state, the men wlD gradually re- 
turn lo work.

Regarding that 
point, however, nothing is definitely 
settled, but if it is (Icine it will b< 
more in a spirit of acquiescence with 
the humane sentiments expressed in 
Mr. Hay's appeal than to any belief 
that good will be accomplished.

ColumbTis. n . Sept. 23.— The senate 
adopted an amendment to the Nash 
code proposed by Svnatnr Overturf, 
adding drunkenness and immorality 
to the grounds tor removing munici- 
pal officers and places the power of 
removal in the probate court instead 
of the mayor. Whether the officers 
are appointive or elective, they may 
be thus removed. An amendment by 
Senator Judson giving clearness to 
the section providing for the publlear 
tion of ordinancts and other public 
information was adopted. The only 
other amendment of Importance 
adopted places the regulation ot bfll- 
boards. signs, and suirways under 
the control of council. 

Senator .•\relur intnidueed a bill In 
the senate which was read niuler a 
suspension of the rules, reimbursing 
County Treasurer Burgentbaler for 
$1,400 lost In a bank failure. 

The franchise section in the Nash 
code came up as a spt cial order in 
the senate and there Is every Indica- 
tion that the Republicans and Demo- 
crats will line up almost solidly in 
favor of the substitutes submitted by 
their respective party le'aders. 

The meeting of the house code 
committee was an interesting one and 
full ot animation, oratory and person- 
al debates. Messrs. Williams and 
fluerln went after each other and the 
remainder of the committee went 
after these two. The discussion of 
the merit system gave rise to all the 
trouble and the committee recessed 
without having accomplished any- 
thing. 

On the subject of r« iinin< ration for 
oouncllmen, the subcommittee report- 
ed a plan to pay councUmen upon a 
scale graded upon the amount upon 
the municipal tax duplicate, but this 
dill n<it suit the eomniiit"" and the 
plan was referred back to the subcom- 
mittee with instructions to make a 
scale graded upon the population. 

Several of the subcommittees ap- 
pointed by the house special commit- 
tee pri'sented lo the committee their 
respective reports. 

The franchise committee recom- 
mend the re-enactment of the present 
statut.'s on franchises, with elimii^a- 
ticin of several sections, Tlie coiiiinit- 
lee on p<diee courts decided to place 
the line of demarkation at 30.uuu. The 
line may be raised by the special 
committee to 35,000 in order to cut 
out Cantop. The lil rary ciinnnitiee 
will provide for a library board for 
all municipal libraries and a sjieclal 
bill will be introduced to cover school 
libraries. The committee on parks 
decided that. If the plan of single 
heads of departitK nts is idac- d upon 
the statute books, to provide for gen- 
eral park boards. This practically 
completes the work of the subcommit- 
tees and It is now the Intention to re- 
port the completed code to the house 
Thursday morning. 

All hope of securing co!;side!ation 
of the Seese school code seems to 
have been abandoned. Mr. Seese, 
author of the bill, and chairman of 
the house cuuimlttee on common 
schools, called a nui'ting of iiis com- 
mittee to consider the measure, hut 
failed to appear himself. 

Joe Miller, state secretary of the 
brewers' association, is here endeav- 
oring to convince the legislators that 
they had made a mistake when they 
Incorporated the local option law in 
a municipal code. He said that his 
attorneys had informed him that this 
would ina'ie It muc'i moii' (li!!;c'ilt to 
fight casts under it and that It must 
come out and its adjudication be left 
to the court. 

Boxer Uprising In China. . 
Victoria, B. C, Sept. 23.— The steam- 
er Tacoma brings advices from Peking 

that the mandarins have been inform- 
ed from Cheng Tu Sceuen that Li Lai 
Chung, principal chief qf the Itoxers 
of Shensi, and Lieutenant Prince Tuan 
arrived at Cheag Tu Just prior to the 
outbreak and fomented the Insurrec- 
tion. The mere presence of this man 
arouses the Uoxers to frenzies of en- 
thusiasm. 



Subsidized French Vessel 
Philadelphia.

Very cool weather prevailed daring the 

fir?t of the week, htit it ende'l with the 
teiuperature above the nortual. P'airly 
abundant rainfall occurred, but it was 
rather irregularly distributed. While 
many places have received a bountiful 
supply of moisture, there are some local- 
ities 8utl°«riag severely from drouth ; this 
is especially trae of the extreme eastern 
counties. 

The frosts which occurred last week 
caused bat very little damage. Tobacco 
in lowlands wap injured to some extent, 
but the damage was not serious. 

Early tobacco has been boosed and is 
curing well. Late tobacco has improved 
rapidly daring tbe past week; it will 
need from ten days to two weeks of 
favorable weather to properly matnre 
the late tobacco in the western section. 

Late corn shows a decided improve- 
ment and the crop, as a whole, will not 
be far below the average. 

Pastures are improviiikf rapidly. Irish 
potatoes are very fine, but sweet potatoes 
only fair. Late garden ▼egetables are in 
good condition. .Stock poM are doing 
well since the rains. 

The sowing of winter wheat is in 
progress and farm work is fairly well op.

THE BLOODilOLNDS. 



They Hid Fine Work in the Sowurd Kohbery 
Case— Trail Led lu a \V;;o Cahil ' 
•■ >'eif libariaf farai. 

Mr. N. Gollenstein, who has charge of 

Mason County's bloodhounds, returned 
last evening from an interesting man 
hunt in the Upton .toward neighborhood 
between Orangeburg and Mt. Carmel. 

Mr. Soward's home was entered by a 
thief the night before and a large sum of 
money stolen. The money amounting 
to 1515 was locked up in a trunk, whici 
the thief secured and carried from the 
liouae. The circumstanoea surrounding 
the case all indicated tliat the guilty 
party was some one well acquainted with 
Mr. Howard's home and llikewise wit I 
his financial matters. Mr. Soward had 
sold a mule to a neighbor Monday, and 
the thief was andoobtedly after the 

money Mr. 8. had reoeive<l for the ani 
mal. This money Mr. Soward |bad ke]>t 
in his pocket, however, and while the 
thief did not secure it yet he made a 

much larger liaul. 

It was after noon when Mr. Gollenstein 
reached the Soward home. The latter 
bad left his kitchen unlocked the night 
before, and the tbeif had no trouble in 
efitfcting an entrance. He had taken Mr 
Soward's keys from the letter's clothing 
and securing the trunk had departed 
with the prize. The hounds were loosed 
and told to find the man. Taking a trai 
from where the trunk had rested, they 
passed out through the yard and down 
across an orchard. About; two hundred 
yards from the house they found the 
trunk. It ha<I been opened and the 
money, $'>ir), was gone, but Mr. Soward's 
bank book.s and papers were found all 
right. The keys were banging in th 
lock. 

Again the dogs were told to tind the man. 
Taking the trail they followed it to the 
public road, then to the home of a Mr 
Davis, a brother-io-law of Mr. Soward 
Here (b< hounds followed the trail to a 
negro cabin in the yard, and entering it 
went to a rug on the ll^r, where it was 
learned a negro man living there had 
slept the ni)j|it before. They were still 
urged on, and followed a trail to the 
bouse, then to a well in the yard, then 
back to the house, thence to the stable, 
thence to a pasture field near by, then 
back to the tHtW», what* tba trail was 
lost. 

By questioning the negro women, Mr. 
Gollenstein learned that the negro man 
who had slept on the rug had on getting 
up gone to the hotiae, and bad tiiea got- 
ten a bucket of water from the well for 
them ; that he had then gone to the sta 
ble for a bridle, and had from the alable 
preceded to the pasture and gotten a 
horse, and on returning to the stable haii 
mounted the horse and goMlOlNlrk In a 
field near by. Two other negroes were 
with him in the field. They were sent 
for. The suspected man refused to come 
for some time ; the others came prompt 
ly. When all were present, Mr. Qollen 
stein again told the dogs to find their 
man. They paid no attention to any of 
the otiiato, bat running to Um UQow sus 
fWlid. turn mKii*^ WUoa*Dn that
